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In the City of Kaufman, Kaufman County, on SH 34, the State of Texas acquired certain land for 
highway purposes.  

A portion of the land, which portion is described as the right of way of SH 34 between and 
including the two tracts described in Exhibit A (the right of way tract), is no longer needed for a state 
highway purpose. 

In accordance with V.T.C.A., Transportation Code, Chapter 202, Subchapter B, the Texas 
Transportation Commission (the commission) may recommend the transfer of highway right of way to a 
governmental entity that is assuming or has assumed jurisdiction, control, and maintenance of the right of 
way for public road purposes.  If, in the future, the right of way tract is no longer used for public road 
purposes, the right of way tract shall immediately and automatically revert to the State of Texas. 

The City of Kaufman, Texas (the City) is assuming or has assumed jurisdiction, control, and 
maintenance and has requested that the right of way tract be transferred to the City. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED by the commission that the right of way tract, described as the 
right of way of SH 34 between and including the two tracts described in Exhibit A, is removed from the 
state highway system. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED by the commission that the right of way tract is no longer needed 
for a state highway purpose.  The commission recommends, subject to approval by the attorney general, 
that the governor of Texas execute a proper instrument conveying all of the state’s right, title, and interest 
in the right of way tract to the City of Kaufman, Texas; SAVE AND EXCEPT, however, there is to be 
excepted and reserved therefrom all of the state’s right, title, and interest, if any, in and to all of the oil, 
gas, sulphur, and other minerals, of every kind and character, in, on, under, and that may be produced 
from the land.  

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that, if the right of way tract ceases to be used for public road 
purposes, it shall immediately and automatically revert to the state.
